DECLAMD  TO  BB  BOMB 
At  flrst  it  waa  not  certain 
whether  the  eaploslon  had  been 
caused  by  a  hand-sH  bomb  or 
whether  It  was  a  shell  from  the 
Chapel  battlefront  Police  found 
fragments  of  what  they  declared  to 
be  a  bomb,  which  apparently  had 
been  six  t<>  eight  Inches  long  and 
made  of  steel  sheeting.

I  refer  to  the 
growing  volume  of  our  travel  and 
tourtst  business.  A  brief  glance  at 
the  reoocxb  of  the  past  ten  years 
shows  that  the  Volume  of  travel  to 
thLi  Province  ha.s  grown  .substan- 
tially and  has  advanced  until  it  has 
become  a  fruitful  .source  of  revenue. 
Even  In  l9:n,  a  year  of  universal 
busine.ss  recession.  British  Colum- 
bia's tourist  trade  maintained  itself 
nnaifcably.  the  decrease  being 
allghtly  less  than  that  of  the  peak 
yaar  of  leso.  it  is  felt  that  greater 
efforts  might  well  be  directed 
towards  the  fohtenng  of  this  im- 
portant plia.se  of  a  business  which 
benefits  every  section  of  the  ProTlnoe. 

"A  commission  haa  been  studying 
and  collecting  data  on  the  question 
of  health  insuranee,  and  it  is  ex 
peoted  that  its  report  win  be  .sub 
ijltted  dtning  the  present  session.

filed  with  the  Provincial  Secretary 
in  January,  mi,  win  receive  lur- 
ther  oonsideimtlon  during  the  pscs- 
cnt  session. 

Mr.  Landsberg  further  explains 
the  tirgent  need  of  such  a  measure, 
particularly  to  blind  people  in  rural 
and  unorganized  districts  where 
municipal  aid  and  omfkifmtat  aft 
unobtainable.

8or^'-  '  vr.  f',-  vear.s  ago  a  Victorian  traveling 
In  the  bajkt  piuchased  iu  iibaaghal  a  book  tn 
tlUtd.  tUnA;  at  It  Heally  liT  tha  aafber  of 
which  was  a  resident  hi  Peking  The  opinions 
expressed  in  that  book  are  notably  confirmed 
hj  tht  ttory  told  hi  Smday  t  Ookmltt  by  a  for- 
mer newspaperman  of  Victoria  who  Is  now  in 
Shanghai.  It  Is  obvious  that  China  measures 
tho  attttudo  towardt  itatlf  of  any  forttgn  Power 
by  the  strength  and  prestige  the  latter  displays 
In  Itt  dealings.  For  twenty  years  after  the 
Powtn  atttrttd  ihtmtOlm  daring  tht  Boxer 
ReboUhm.  China  held  those  Powers  in  respect. 
For  tha  laat  ten  years  that  rt«)aet  hat  bttn  de- 
aUaliit*  Md  Ohhia  hat  taktn  adrantagt  of  cir- 
cumstances to  engage  in  open  affronts  to  for- 
elgnert,  to  attack  both  lives  and  prtq;>ei:ty  and 
finally  to  dteroa  tht  Afeolmon  of  extratorrltor- 
tallty.  Tn  the  book,  "China  tt  It  RtaUy  It,*'  ap- 
pears the  following : 

"The  first  foreign  diplomatic  missioi)  of  Im- 
portaaot  to  present  itself  at  the  Mandrn  aourt 
<179t)  was  a  British  mission  headed  by  Lord 
Macartney  who  was  received— although  ho  did 
not  know  ii— at  tho  tmitiary  of  a  trihotary 
ttate.  There,  the  flr!?t  ermr  was  made,  the  ef- 
fect of  which  it  will  take  several  years  to  destroy. 
Wa  wtot  to  the  Ohlnete  cap  1q  hand;  at  a  con- 
■tfUtnoe  they  got  the  idea  that  we  were  a  ^Ibu- 
ta^  ttate  begging  for  favors.  They  underrated 
oar  tHangth,  for  no  Orltntal  can  andtrttand 
the  .Stronger  treating  the  weaker  with  civility

The  auUior  relatea  that  tradt  wat  carried  on 
vndtr  prlvatt  arrangcmtnU  with  local  officials.

'-laltsni.  which  Ihrivrd  on  a  per- 
verted public  ta,ste.  Billboard  art 
contained  much  that  was  highly 
artistic,  while  other  posters  were 
"staring  monstroslUes."

doner by  oomlnr  people  aoawwhat 
as  city  people  ean  thoae  from  the 
oo«ntry  "greenhorn." 

We  have  a  recorded  u.se  of  the 
term  as  early  as  1593  by  the  author 
Nash,  as  follows  "A  yoong  heir  or 
cockney  who  Is  his  mother's  dar- 
ling '  And  Shakespeare  used  It  so* 
-This  great  lubber,  tha  HVM,  Wlli 
prove  a  cockney."
